The record which is kept of 
Goods imported and exported is necessarily constructed without any view to the distinction 
of Ports, and is confined to the Foreign Commerce of the Country, excluding the Coasting 
Trade, strictly so called, as well as the Trade between Great Britmn and Ireland, which 
by law is assimilated to a Coasting Traffic. 

Of that portion of the Commerce of Ireland which the record embraces, an Abstract will 
be found among the Annual Accounts of Trade and Navigation laid before The Honourable 
House under the Act 42 Geo. III. c. 70, in which Abstract the Imports and Exports of the 
Irish Ports collectively are shown, with the specification of the principal Articles. 

Note.—^o distinct Account is kept of die Number of Fishing Smacks and Wherries 
belonging to each Port,
